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“WINTERSET” 


6 6 T T is incumbent on the dramatist 
to be a poet, and incumbent up¬ 
on the poet to be a prophet, 
dreamer and interpreter of the racial 
dream.” Maxwell Anderson, justify¬ 
ing his experiment with these words, 
brought to the theatre last season a 
play which not only established him¬ 
self as the foremost dramatist of the 
day but convinced the play-going pub¬ 
lic that there is a definite place for 
poetic drama in the modern theatre. 

“Winterset” won the award of the 
Critics’ Circle of New York, heaped 
praise upon the writer, director, and 
cast, and was one of the really big 
box-office successes of the year. The¬ 
atrical history was made. 

The Winnipeg Little Theatre pre¬ 
sented a Maxwell Anderson play two 
years ago in ‘‘Elizabeth the Queen.” 
In ‘‘Winterset,’’ however, the play¬ 
wright has left his historical romances 
behind him and turned to the life and 
speech of today. He has taken an her¬ 
oic theme, clothed it in rich, classic 
verse, and placed if in the setting of 
a waterfront slum. 

The play is undoubtedly based on 
the Sacco-Vanzeftti case—Mio, the 
leading figure, a son of any Sacco, any 
Vanzetti. His only object is to avenge 
the unjust conviction of his father. He 
says: 


“.For my heritage they¬ 

’ve left me one thing only, and 
that’s to be my father’s voice 
crying up out of the earth and 
quick-lime where they struck him 

.I will go back and hang 

the carrion around their necks 
that made it! I can sleep then. 

Or even live.” 

Coincidence is not scorned by the 
playwright. Mio meets the judge 
who condemned his father, the gang¬ 
ster who committed the crime, and falls 
in love with the sister of a witness. The 
lines of the play are beautiful and 
thrilling, and their power is undeniable. 

The huge span of the bridge which 
is the main setting of “W i n t e r s e t” 
plays no unimportant role in the drama 

.“a true representation of the 

play’s gigantic soul.” As a matter of 
fact Maxwell Anderson called his play 
originally, ‘‘The Bridge,” the great 
structure, as he himself expresses it, 
something transcending steel and stone, 
rushing forever up and on; something 
which, rising from the mud of the 
river bank, eternally stabs the sky. 

’’Winterset” is probably the most 
important play yet presented by the 
Winnipeg Little Theatre, because of 
its departure from the more familiar 
forms of the drama and because of its 
challenge to both actors and director.

Under 
the direction of John Craig, five other 
productions are planned for this year, 
one of which will be left to the choice 
of subscribers. 

“The Prisoner,” by Taras Shew- 
chenko, is already in rehearsal for the 
November offering. In December, 
Dickens’ famous “Christmas Carol” is 
planned for the Yuletide season, and 
in January, the recent success, “Spring¬ 
time For Henry.” The Little Theatre 
has selected “Hamlet” for its Shake¬ 
spearean production this year, a choice 
of special interest in view of the fact 
that New York itself will have two new 
“Hamlets” to see this winter. The fifth 
production will be by popular choice.

The theatre is indebted to Maxwell 
Anderson, author of “Winterset,” for 
no less than eighteen plays since 1923. 
Of these ten have been written in 
verse, including three which have not 
yet been performed, but will likely ap¬ 
pear this winter. His first, “White 
Desert,” was an artistic success but a 
box office failure, and it was not until 
“Elizabeth the Queen”, that the public 
was won over. Other plays in blank 
verse were ‘Sea Wife”, “Night Over 
Taos”, “Mary of Scotland” and 
“Valley Forge”, and the three now in 
preparation use this medium. 

Of his prose plays, perhaps “What 
Price Glory?” written in collabora¬ 
tion with Laurence Stallings, is his 
most famous. Others include “Satur¬ 
day’s Children”, “Gods of Light¬ 
ning” (with much the same theme as 
“Winterset”) and “Both Your 
Houses”, which won him the Pulitzer 
Prize. 


PERSONALITIES 

It was with justifiable pride that 
Winnipeg read this fall of the suc¬ 
cess of a former Little Theatre asso¬ 
ciate, Brenda Bennett. This charm¬ 
ing young Winnipeg singer was most 


cordially received by the New York 
critics on her appearance with the 
D’Oyly Opera Company there in Sept¬ 
ember. Miss Bennet will be remem¬ 
bered as a leading player with the 
Little Theatre several seasons ago, not¬ 
ably for her role in “The Belle of New 
York.” She left here to study in Eng¬ 
land, and shortly afterward joined the 
Savoyards, first as a member of the 

chorus and later as a leading player.
